CONSTITl'TIONALITY TO BE

The Small Debts and the Coal Mines Reeru- 
lations Amendment Acts Referred 
to the Full Court.

A POLITICAL TEACHER. 

Mr. ])avid Mills ia very i)roi)orly 
looked upon as llif conslilntional lawyer 
of the Opposition. He is so considered 
by the members of his parly, and he de- 
fiorves the position. He is an able man 
to begin with, and lie has devoted much 
of Ilia time to the study of eonstilutional 
la"v. Though alwavH an out-aml-out 
Liheial, aye and long |)arliamentar\' ex- 
perience have sufleiied aiul mellowed his 
partizaiiahip, so that he well de&erves 
the title, "philosopher," given hint by 
both friends and opponents. 

Mr. Jlilla, in the debute on tiie reme- 
dial hill, deliveretl a speech which, intel- 
ligently read, convicts tlic rank and lilo 
of the Grit parly uiul the great majority 
of the Urit news^papers of ignorance or 
iliahonesly. We have all seen that the 
cry of Grit purtizans, high and low, 
learned and unlearned, has been, 
" Hands off iSIanitoba!" 

"Mr. Mills shows that this cry is per- 
fectly senseless and tliat anyone who 
knows how to read and nndcrritand 
Kngli.ih iiinst, when he rcaiLs tlie Man- 
itoba Act or the liritish .North America 
Act, be convinced of its disltonesty. /Ihe 
Toronto Globe's report of liis speech con- 
tains the following passage: 

" lie was piepareil to maintain that 
there should iie rendered to the seeular 
and civil authorities the jurisdiction 
which is claimed. When a modus Vi-

He never knew a (|U('ntion 
that alibrded greater facilities for 
misleading the public luinil and confus- 
ing the public juclgment, a ipiestinn 
which re<ltiired to he aiiproached with 
more tact, good sense, pationce and con- 
sideration for tlic rights of the otlior 
party to the controversy than this one." 

Mr, Mills might have added that lie 
never knew a party .so unscrupubms ami 
so persistent in its ell'orts to mislead the 
puhlic iiii:id and contuse the puhlii' 
judgment on an important public ipies- 
tion as the party to wliich he belongs, on 
this subject of the Manitoba schools. 
The Grits asHcrttid, ;ui(l kept on a.ssert- 
ing, that the l-'eili-ral I'aiiianieiit had 
nothing to do with the scIchiI legi.-lat ion 
of Miniitnha, and that il it did iiii ddle 
^v;th the matter it woiibl he an uncon- 
slitutioniil and ii tyrannical interference 
with the rights of the pi ovinee. Wliathas 
Mr. Mills to say about tliis matter? Par- 
liamentary interference was designated 
by the wliide crowd— newspapers and 
all — "coercion.'' ll is this: 

" The extent of the aiitiioi ily given lo 
Parliament was to pass in Ibcir last 
resort a measure of remedial legislation 
which would be requisite to restore to 
the minority the niGHTS and i-kivilkgeb 

OP WHICH TIIEY HAD BKEN UtlPniVED." 

This is what the Hon. David Mills 
said, according to the Globe report. 
Who wants more than this? No one. 
Let the Grits note this. The Constitu- 
tion, according lo the lion. David Mills, 
gives Parliament the authority " to re- 
store to the minority the rights and pri- 
vileoiea of which they had been de- 
prived." This is concise, and it is most 
comprehensive. Neither Sir Charles 
Tupper, nor Mr. Foater, nor the ]\Iin- 
istor of Justice said anything stronger 
than this. And for a very good 
reason. It would be impossible. This 
clear and comprehensive statement can- 
not be explained away, or by the most 
ingenious process of maddling be made 
to appear to mean les.-^ than it says. 
Mr. Mill.^, too, entertains ami e.\'presseg 
the highest respect for the judgments of 
the Judicial Comuiittee of the Privy 
Council, for he sayfs "Whenever the 
House brushed aside the oplaion of the 



Judicial Committeo it would have passed 
the stage of nominal legislation into the 
field of revolution'." 

It is not surprising that Sir Charles 
Tupper, whoDpokoimiiiediately after Mr. 
Mills, said: " The O|)|)osition had been 
obliged to listen to a long, able ami un- 
answerahlo argument on the part of Mr. 
Mills maintaining the position that 
tlio, Government had takeii, and 
controverting in the clearest and 
most uiimistakable manner the 
arguments that had been addressed in 
opposition to it. Jle had dealt with the 
long and labored argument of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy and he had scattered his reason- 
ing to the winds. He had shown how 
utterly fallacious were the opinions that 
Mj. McCarthy had advanced." 

These were strong statements, couehed 
in strong huiguage, yet neither Mr. Mills 
nor Mr. j\IcCarthy nor any other mem- 
ber of the Opposition so much as hinted 
that Sir Charles Tupper had formed a 
mistaken estimate of the nature and the 
ellect of the speech which Mr. Mills had j 
juat delivered. It is to he hoped that 
our Grit eonteinporarios, now that the 
ablest man of their party has proved to 
a demonstration that their cry of coer- 
cion is either silly or dishonest, will 
have the grace to admit their error and 
refrain for the future from using it in 
connection with the Manitoba school 
question.

Tiiere is a .-rcl ioii of the jiarty as staunch j 
as any of the Uepuhlicans are lor sound 
money and a single standard ; but, 
then, there are quite a number of the 
narty, and those men of |irfiininence and 
ability, who show a strong disiioaition to 
coiiuetwith the silver men. The Presi- 
dent, as is well known, is what his ene- 
mies call a gold-bug, and il does not 
seem to be expected that the President's 
influence is coing to count for much in 
the coming election. The indications 
are that he is not to bo a candidate. 
Mr. Carlisle is, as far as is known, his 
favorite; hut Mr. Carli ile does not seeni 
to stand high in the esteem of the Dem- 
ocrats generally.

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TIIIRTY'-NINTII DAY. 
TiiuitsD.w, March 26, 1890. 

The Six'aker took the chair at 3 p. ui. 

Pniyers by Kev. J. H. S. Sweet. 

Hox. JIu. TuKSEu announced tliat in 
deference to the wishes of the loiuU-r of 
the opposition In; .vould ilefer until to- 
morrow the budi;ut speech, whiuli liu 
had intended to deliver to-day. 

The house went into coiiii'nittee, Jlr. 
Booth in the chair, on the inessaj^e iroui 
the Lieutenant-Governor transmitLinp; 
tlio bill " reHpeetiu^' tlie t:oni:oli<lation (if 
the chiiiiKS and \vat(!r rii;hts of the Cari- 
boo Gold I'ieKls, Idniited." In aiiswur 
to tlie ol)jiH,'tiiui by Ml. Kitidieii that thia 
company wore to l)e alloiveil to :>ive the 
foe of ,flOO idiiirKeil for jjiivate bill.s, 
while two otlier companies asking simi- 
lar privilef^ea are now before tlie jirivate 
bills coinnuttee, Hon. Mr. Turner baid 
that tiie eoiupany are paying the $-l()0. 
The opposition objected at consiilerablo 
length to making any distinction in 
favor of tiiis company, and the bill was 
then reported and read a lirst time. 

I.OCi .SCALING. 

Dli. Wai.kk.m moved: " Tliat a coni- 
niittee consistini; of Met^.sr.s. Mutter, 
Bootli, Kennedy, forster and the 
mover of thia resolution be appointed 
to inquire into the working of the act 
of bS'Jo, in respect to the scaling of 
loga in this province, with power to 
send for persons and papers, take evi- 
dence under oatli and report to tliis 
house." Tlie mover explained tliiit al- 
though the siesBlon is so far advanced he 
thought that a report could be present- 
ed before prorogation. He understood 
that the loggers of the Mainland had ob- 
jected to their lu^'s being scaled under 
this act ; anil he atit^erted that the tim- 
ber inspector in Vancouver di.strict luid 
told the loggiMS that l)y uniiig thiw sc;dc 
they would lose thirty pci' ci'iit. 1 U' de- 
lued that hucIi wouhi be tlu: case, anil 
instanced ;i ease where l u tbi^ other 
banil the diU'erence had bei'ti thirty i^er 
cent, in favor of the loggers, He under- 
stood furtlier that there ia one mill in 
this city eap:ihle of cutting 25,000 feet a 
day whieli lias never made any returns 
of Ktuui])age to the govoriuneiu,. 

Ml!. KicN.vicDY Hupporteil the resolu- 
tion. 

Ho.v. Mr. Mauti.s tlipuglit he knew 
why some of the loggers are not satisfied 
with the B. O. log scale — it is mathema- 
tically correct, so much so that the Doiii- 
iuion government intend to ai)ply it to 
all their lands in this province, ft ap- 
peared that under the old scale the log- 
gers got a good deal more tiiau they 
were entitled to. He could see no ob- 
jection to the resolution, but he did nut 
think the .statement could be correct 
that Inspector Skinner had advised 
against tlie use of the scale. 

Mn. KiTciiKN, on tlio otlier band, 
tliought that the Chief (Join niissioTier 
must have been " stuffed " by some- 
body if he believes that the loggers gen- 
erally are satislied with the li. C. scale. 
As for the Mainland, it appears that the 
millinon will not allow the logs to be 
scaled by the otiieial scalers, 

Mr. Uoo 1 11 cjuld not see how it is pos- 
sible for the proposed committee to in- 
vestigate this subject thoroughly thi.s 
ses-sion. He thought there must be 
something wrong, as the returns have 
not been what tliey ought to be, but the 
Coinniissioner himself might look into 
the niatti^r. 

.Miition a;.,'reod to. 

Mr.. l''i)i!srKK moved lor a return of all 
correspiindenee between the governmiMit 
and any and all other persons, in con- 
necli(Mi with certain actions entered in 
the County court of Nanaimo against 
Messrs. Cirant, Walker and McICnight, 
justices of the peace in Comox, to re- 
cover certain penalties incurred under 
the Dominion statutes for neglecting to 
make certain returns of convictions, as 
provided by the Dominion code. Motion 
agreed to. 

Mil. Swoui) asked : Is it the intention 
of the Kovernnieiit to introihiee legisla- 
tion tliis session to aniend the " Land 
act," so as to enable the governnient U> 
collect rovalty on cordweiod cut for sale 
or for fuel lor smelters, concentrators, 
•or otlier works? 

Hon. Mit. Ti itNEU— Yes. 

"Mii. Hki.mcke.n moved the second 
reading of the distress bill, to correct 
what apiieared to be a verbal error in 
the act of last session ; and to limit 
the landlords' lien u|)on goods held by 
tenants on a hire agreement, to one 
montli's rent instead of three. 

Mr. Williams spoke against the bill 
and Hon. Mr. Eberts in its favor, and it 
was read a second time. 

TEI.KPIIOSE LINES IX KOOTENAV. 

Mu. Kei.li,k moved the second read- 
ing of the bill for the incorjioration of 
teh^phone and telecraph companies in 
West Kooleiiay. He explained that in 
the mining eniinlry it is often a neres- 
fiity to have tideplioiU! CDnnection vt itli 
the iniiics withiiut the d<day occasioned 
In- eoming to 1 he liuiise lor an act of in- 
corprinit ion in eaeli ease. 

Ma. t^o'rriiN opposed tin' Ipill as atrairist 
the ])oHcy ol the h m-^v. in the pa>t. 1 1 
such :ui ai'.t is to lie (lassed it should nut 
he lliiiiled to West Koolenay or any one 
district. The real object of the liill he 
thought was lo enable two or three indi- 
viduals who had not taken proceedings 
in time to get a bill through the house, 
to get incorporated as a company, and 
he read from the Spokane Spokesman- 
Review the details of the plans of the 
com|)any, who wish to extend their line 
from Siiokane to the mines on the Oana- 
dian siile. lie moved that the bill be 
read this day six mniitlis, 

TiiK ScKA K i:)! (|iiestii)iied whether it is 
in order for a iirivate member to intro- 
duce tliis l)ili, wliicli appeared to deal 
with crown lands, for wliicli the assent 
of the crown would be necessary. He 
would, howeve'r, allow the di.scussion to 
go on at present. 

Mii. IIuMK would like to see this bill 
pass, as it would be of vast assistance to 
many of those operating in the mining 
district. 

Hon. Mb. Eiierts, in view of the 
)>oint raised by the Speakei , moved the 
adjournment of the debate, which was 
agreed to. 

The benevolent societies bill (Mr. 
Macj/herson) was read a third time and 

jiasaed. 

The house went into eoiiiiiiittec on the 
municipalitiiw iiieorporalion bill, Mr. 
Booth in the Chair. Keiiorted eoinplete 
without an ameiulinent. 

The house went into coninntle(! on the 
municipal elections and electors bill, 
Mr. Booth in the chair. One of the few 
(dianges made in this excludes Japanese 
aa well as Chinese and Indians from the 
fijjht to vote. The committee rose and 



reported progress, having adopted all 
the sections. 

It being six o'clock the Speaker left 
the chair. 

AFTER RECESS. 

The bouse went into ennimittee on the 
bill re.-)ie<;ting the iiieorporalion of liter- 
ary S(u iutiea, iMajor Mutter in ihc chair. 
Uei)o-ted complete without amend- 
ments, lead n third time and passed. 

Ho.s-. Mii. TuimisB introduced a bill 
" to make further provision respecting 
the sinking funds existing under the 
' British Columbia loan act, 1S77,' and 
tlio ' British Columbia loan act, 18S7.' " 
Uead a first time. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill authorizing the shooting of wdid 
horses (Mr. Adams), with Mr. Bryden 
in the chair. Bill reported complete 
with lunendmeiita. 

Ho.N. Mn. TuuNicu presented a mes- 
sage from the I^ieutenant-tlovernor 
trniismittim; a bill respecting the British 
Colunibia Southern railway. The niea- 
.wagt; was referred to eommittej of the 
whole, iMr. Hunter in the cbaii, when it 
was explained that the hill simply ex- 
tends the time for the land grant, in 
accordance with the extension of time 
for construction granted this session. 
Tlio bill was reported to the house and 
read a first time. 

Mr. Hel.«cken moved the second 
reading of the investment and loan 
societies bill. This ia to nniend the pre- 
sent act, so as to give the companies the 
right to sell by private contract as well 
as by public auction; and also to jier- 
luit of the transfer of property by assign- 
ment as well as by foreclosure — the oii- 
jeet.s of tliese amendments being to save 
unnecessary costs. JUll read a second 
ti me. 

Ml!. Kitciii:n ninvi'il the second read- 
ing oi the iiiunieipal clauses bill. 

Head a second time, and considereil in 
(•uiiiiiiittee, iMr. Hooth in the (diair. 
Having passed iifty-ihiee sections the 
committee rose and reported progress, 
and the house adjourned at 10:55 p.m. 
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descri))tioii of the separate schools, it 
was because they thought it altogetluir 
unnecessary. .Vny contention aljout 
sejiarate schools was never dreamt of by 
them. .\s was said by the ^Minister of 
Finance, in his able adilress, they were 
a simple-minded people. To show that 
they really were so, and that they went 
very much on good fath, I may mention 
how properties were conveyed from one 
to anotlier. There were' no long or 
written contracts; all that was necessary 
was that the parties interested shoiihl 
go to the ollieerof the Hudson Hay Com- 
pany, who kept the land register, and 
nienlioii verhally to him thai it was de- 
sired to niakt? over such and 8Ui;h [)rop- 
erty toa particular jjeison. That showed, 
1 think, that they were siniple-niiiuled, 
and they luul an idea or belief, that 
when word was [dedgeil it was as good 
as all the deeds that could be written ; so 
it was with regard to the promises that 
were matle to them at that time. They 
knew that they bad their schools, ami 
they believed that the proinises made 
would be well and faithfully kept, and 
they did not care to have anytliing of a 
more binding character with regard to 
them. 

8l'Gi:STi;l) A DKl'fTATlOK. 

.-Vfter giving the answers and ]ircniiiKi-s 
I'or tlie Dominion governnient with re- 
gard to the bill of rights, the Commis- 
sioner, that is myself, said : "Having 
gone through the articles may I now be 
[n'miitted to say a few words? Your 
list is not only long, but it contains 
many things of great importance. In 
coming here I had no idea of it nor had 
the Canadian government. However, I 
um authorized ity them, as Commission- 
er, to do what in my judgment might 
appear best in the state of public affairs 
here. It was thought, at the same time, 
there might be some pofnta raised that 
1 could not deal with personally with 
any satisfaction to the pe(jple of the 
country. Thia being Ihi; case, I liave 
jiow, on tlie part (if the Dominion gov- 
ernnient and as authorizeti by them, to 
invite a delegation of the residents of 
Red liiver to meet and confer with them 
at Ottawa — a delegation ol two or more 
cii the residents ul Red Hiver, as they 
may think best, the delcL'ation to confer 
with the governnient and ]Kirliament, t<i 
explain the wants and wishes of tlie 
Red Hiver people, as well as to discuss 
and arrange for tlio rei)rcseiitatioii ol 
the country in parliament. I feel that, 
this being the case, it was alone neces- 
sary for nie to deal very particularly 
with these matters on the part of the 
government. I am authorized to oiler a 
very cordial reception to the delegates 
who may he sent from this country to 
Canada." 

Tills was recidved witli hearty ap- 
plause. 'I'ben 1 said: " I. myself, lei'i 
very coiilident that tlie result will lieen- 
tiri'ly s;itisf:ictoiy 1(1 1 he [leoph? of tlic 
Nortliwesl. Il is, I knin\', tno dc.-ire of 
llie Caiiaihan irovei iminil thai it slniiild 
be. While very liltio, indeed, was sai.l 
here about schools, llii^ |ieoph! iim|nos- 
tionalily had tlieiii in thidr minds, and 
thought they wiiulil enjoy the privilege 
of having their schools as liel'iire. This is 
apparent, 1 think, fnim what took place 
ia the legislature of Manitoba in 1.S71, 
when, I think, the school law was 
passed. It may not be known to a great 
many of the members here tliat many of 
those who composed the legislal'ire of 
Manitoba at that time were meniliers of 
that very convention, and, in decdcling 
that there sliould be those i-clmuls, the\- 
were looking to wdiat had passed in this 
convention fresh in tlieir minds. 

ARE ENTITLED TO SEI'AHATE SCHOOLS. 

Therefore, 1 certainly think thi^ peo- 
ple of Red River — then the majority, 
iiow the minority — areentitliHl to all the 
privileges that are i:iven to the majority 
of the present day; and I think that, in 
one way or anotliei, we should insist 
that they shall have full justice, and 
that, either in the form of separate 
schools, or in any other way, substantial 
justice shall be done, and that faith shall 
be kept with these people. As I have 
said, there were only about 11,000 
people there at that time, and 
many of us, at the present day, 
have very little notion of the cir- 
cumstances at that time. There was a 
very great danger, uiniuestionably, of 
tlu! country b(!i ng absorbed in the United 
.States. That tact was brought to iny 
recollection, althou;;h I had not forgot- 
ten, by a gentleiiiaii of high position in 
"MiniieHota, wdioiii I met the other day 
as I [lassed through that country, wdio 
stated that thoy were ready to idace a 
very large sum of nionoy at the disuosal 
of Mr. Kiel and his friends — upwards of 
half a million of dollars— with the view 
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Eift 1 qnait floir, 1 atltipoonf at nit, I nltf poon- 
fal icTonnd nntmBg or oInnanoD, S nnading tos- 
apoontul* bBktss powder, tosetbar. But 3 eggs ; 
add I enp ingar, 1 cop milk, 3 t*tapaonIala melted 
Cottolene. Stir thesa into the floor, roll and cut 
Into atiape. Hire kattte^ foil of CotColeno— Kt

United States. We should also remem- 
ber that at that time there was much ill- 
feeling and much bitterness between 
England and the United States, and it 
was impossible in a less time than ten 
months to send a single soldier to that 
country, with all the ])ower of (Ireat 
Britain and of Canada; that, while flic 
insurrection coiniiienced in October, 
and Fort tiarry was taken ])ossession of 
in Novemlier, it was not until the 
latter part of August following 
that it was possible for tieneral 
Wolseley (then Colonel Wolseley) 
to briii'j; his forces up tiic Red Kiver. 
d'liese facts show the i:reat ditlieulty 
in which t'auadu was at thai time, ami 
Kntrland as well, and tliat, also, slionld 
be another indiiceiiieiil for us to do jus- 
tice to the minority in Manitoba. Tlien 
there was a promise made — made, it is 
true, to a few thousand of people, who 
had been siiokeii of here as poor half- 
breeds, but who, on the whole, 1 can 
assure you, were very intelligent men. 
HIS lUX'ioNT visi r to winmceo. 

In rejily to 3Ir. iSIarfin, Sir Donald 
said that the record from which he had 
informed the House as to the demands 
of the settlers, and bis reply thereto, 
was contained in the Ne%v Nation, the 
otlii ial (ii gan of the Red River Assembly, 
and the re|iorter was one of the ablest 
stenograjibera of the c!ay, Mr. Caldwell, 
a man well known in Ontario, and a 
most reliable man. 

I thi.nk, now, I should go on and state 
the circumstances of my second visit 
to tlie Red River on a matter of 
iniportance aiinvt fnaii my ordinarv 
business, tli.at is, when, in February 
last — and it may he t!iiui,:;lit lo have been 
presnni ptuons on my jiart — 1 went to 
Red River with the view of seidiig ,\lr. 
(.ireenwiiy and bis colleagues. Tliis has 
been discussed a good deal on one side 
and the other, and I wish to say, very 
distinctly, that I tlid not go at the in- 
stance of the government. It is true 
that I bail the privilege of communicat- 
ing with Uis K.iccellency the Governor- 
Gc^iieral, not so much as Her Majesty's 
representative here, but as one who, as 
we all know, has taken a very deep in- 
terest in everything tiiat is for the bene- 
fit of Canada. Having, incidentally, 
had an opportu ni ty 1 if speaking of this 
very inijiortant mat ter of lln^ Maiiitolia 
schools. His F.xceileiicy was good i^iioiigh 
to express to me his very great desire 
that it, should be satisfactorily sellleil in 
one way or the other, so as to be agree- 
able, not only to the peojile of that 
nrovince, but also to the peo|ile of the 
'Dominion as a wdiule, desiring it should 
he settled outside altogether of parly 
polities, for we know that the Ciovernor- 
Gcneral allows himself only to biok 
equally at all sides, and to discriminate 
against none. I certainly had the priv- 
ilege of communicating with the Gover- 
nor-General. I. myself, was greatly im- 
presfied with the view that, were it pos- 
silile iodis|>o9eof this matter outsid* of 
this intrliainent, it would la; for the »eu- 
ei.d rood, and 1, coiise(|ueiitly, determ- 
ined logo to Manitoba with the view of 
seeing M r. ( ireetiway and some o£ ids 
colleagues, and of endeavoring to lind if 
there i-ould not bo found a satisfactory 
way out of the ditlieully. 1 may men- 
tion mat, had it not been lor the fact 
that I was unable to leave my house fur 
three or four iiiontlis, 1 certainly would 
have visited Manitoba some months be- 
fore; but it is never too late to attempt 
to do wdiat ought to be done, and I must 
say 1 was met by Mr. (Ireenwayand 
some (if his colleagii(>a in a manner that 
led me K; believe tlicy bad an honest de- 
sire to do what was right in the matter. 

MH. OaEKNW.\.V AN.tl0U8 TO SETTUi. 

Of course I am not here to give any 
particular conversation that passed be- 
tween lis, but it ia only jiisti("e to tliose 

L'eiitleinen to say that they, lo me, ap- 
peared to be must anxious to liave llie 
matter settled, so as to do silhslaiUia 1 
je.stii'e to the iiiiiiorily, aa well as ti. the 
iiiajoiity. I was )ieriuilted to represent 
tins to the '.ioveriii iient , here, and I 
hope, and I am very sine, that it is their 
iiiosi earnest desire to i-\iiailst all means 
within their power lo have justice done 
in a wav in which, I la lii've, il ran best 
he done, and that is tliroiigli the local 
government. True, it is witldn the 
power of this 1 lacKainent lo pass a reliie- 
ilial bill, and, if there is no other way of 
olitaining what we are all of opinion 
ought to be done, eejual justice to the 
majority and to the minority, if, alter 
(■very means of obtaining that from 
what I may be [lerinitted to call the 
legitimate source, it is found impossible 
to get that justice from the iiiiiioritv, 
then I consider it ri'sts with this gov- 
erninent, ami that this governnient 
ought lo a|)plv a remedy. I trust, lujw- 
ever, lion, gentlemen opposite will all 
feel that it is their duty, as widl as it is 
the duty of those on this side of the 
house, to assi.st in every ]iossible way to 
bring about a setllemciit. I cannot sec 
myself that there is any necessity for a 
(Hininiitusion to work over the facts and 
circunistances, but I do trust and desiie 
that there may be, at ajiy rate, a per- 
sonal coming togetherof the two govern- 
ments, that there shall be a conference, 
lam afraid, while I am euro many ef- 
forts in tho right direction have been 
made by the ministry to ellect what thoy 
believe would be a satisfactory solutinn 
of tlie matter, 1 am afraid tlii^y have not 
personally come together in sucli a way 
as to be able to exchange each other's 
vimvH, wishes and ideas, and so have an 
oiiiiortunity of deciding, in that way, 



what can best be done under the cir- 
cumstances. I will say to the leader of 
the opposition, I am sorry he ia not in 

liis place at this time, and I regrer, ami 
I am sure we all regret, very much the 
cause, that he is unwell. 

A I'l.lCA KOll UNITY. 

But, I will say to the leader of the op- 
position, and I would say to every mem- 
ber on both sides of this house, that I 
trust tliey will join heartily and cordi- 
ally together, and that each will, if pos- 
sible, endeavor to outdo tho other in his 
desire and in his detcrniina'ion to do 
justice to all classes in Maiiitolia, and to 
I do it in tho best way. (Ministerial 
(dieers.) I trust that this iiiu'st ion shall 
be taktui altogether from the arena of 
party politics. 1 trust tliat we all sli 
look only to the best interests of the 
(tountry in the matter. With the assi 
aiiee of the gmiilemeu in oo|iosition, [ 
am sure that it could be done in this 
way, and 1 think they wdll agree with 
the members on this siilc of the house, 
with the government and with all others, 
if, in the end, it is found that justice — a 
proper nieasnro of justice — cannot 
be obtained from the province of 
jManitoba it will then be the right, and 
ought to be the duty of this house to 
intervene. (Ministerial cheers.) I heard 
a much respected prelate of the Episco- 
jial (duiridi, one of the highest author- 
ities in that chundi, say that, wdiilo bis 
own jieople were, perhaps, in favor of 
separate schools, still he did not desire 
to see these schools administered by a 
dual government, and he would desire, 
and wish above all things, that, if such 
arrangements were made, the schools of 
the Catiiolics and of the I'rotestants 
siiould he disposed of by the local gov- 
ernment. 1 fear that I have taken iiji 
too ouudi of the time of the house. 

.Several mem hers — No; go on. 

Sir Dimald Smith — If I liave done so. 
it is solely from iny earnest wish ami 
earness desire that there shall be no re 
ligious feuds in this country, that neigh 
boi-8 shall be neighbors indeed, and that 
they shall, and that they will, <io to 
others a« they desire should be done to 
themselves. That is the golden rule 
(.Ministerial cheers.) It has been sail 
here that some gentlemen, in votes they 
are to cast, may do so for certain eon 
siderations. I believe, however, that 
that language was overdrawn. I do 
not, I'or a rcoment, suppose that the 
gentleman who sjioke to that ellect, bad 
reference to myself personally. liut I 
have seen in some newsoapers, wdiich 
have been put into my bands, that they 
woulil wish to say that if I <lid go to 
iSIanitoba, ostensibly for the purpose of 
aiding in settling this vexed (lu'estion, 
that it was no philanthropic idea I had 
in my head, but that it was for the ad- 
vantage of a certain company with 
w liich I hupp(!n to be connected, name- 
ly, the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. It was said that there was a 
qnealion aoming on of a demand on the 
government, a request to the govern 
inent, or the instication, or the hope, 
tlirt a very large sum of money would 
be got by that railway comiiaiiy from 
the government in exidiange for a cer- 
tain portion of their land. I believe it 
is said that th(! amoiiiit >vas one or tw 
iiiillioiis, (H- a lew millions or so, it ri^al- 
ly does not matter, for a few millions 
nowadaya, a few or a dozen millions 
more or less, does not matter. I supposi,', 
and so it was said that the C.P.R. had 
approached the government wdth a view 
of selling to them their lands. I will say, 
and say it without hesitation, that, up 
to the present moment, theC.P.R. com- 
[tany have never thought of approaching 
the government with any idea of selling 
their land, and it is a rumor entirely 
without fonnilation in truth. 

Once more, 1 would express my earnest 
bo|ie that this stdiool ijuestion may he 
settled, and settled to the satisfaction, 
not only ol this House, luit of the wliole 
ciiuntiy. 1 should like lo see this 
liemeilial bill pass to its second reading 
by aci'lamal ion. 1 ilo not look upon it, 
that, hy voiint; for lliesecoiel reading of 
this hiil, ineniliers are necessarily com- 
I 11)11 led lo vo;e for the third reading. If 
tliere ^-llnllld he a conference ill the 
iiieantiine, and 1 trust that there may 
be a eiinfereiiee, I am so hopeful as to 
the result of that eonlereiice, that 1 do 
trust that there will be no Remedial 
bill required from this House. 

Mr. Mulock— Why proceed at all if 
you are satisfied that there can he a 
eettlemeiit? 

Sir Donald Smith— I think myself, at 
any rate, certainly having gone so far, it 
ia well that the princijile of tin; hill shall 
be maintained by all ; and it will b;i for 
us, for further considc'ration afterwards, 
what shidl la; done in the matter. 
(Loud Ministerial cheers.)

IMPKIUAL FKDER.VriO.V. 

Hon. B. W. Pearse Delivers a Patriotic Ad- 
dress on the Unity oi the British 
Empire. 

"Imperial Federati(ni," the st ren;;th- 
enin{? aiid drawinir closer of the hoiid 
that hold.i together tlie varimis jiart.s ol 
the Empire, was the subjeel of an inter- 
esting anil patriotic address by Hon. B. 
W. Pearse at the Reformed Kpiscopal 
school room last night. Recent events 
like the dispute about Venezuela and the 
threatened troubles with Germany over 
theTmtisvaal affair had suggefted the 
subject to him. The energy and dis- 
patch with wliicli Cireal Britain had as- 
seinbled her llyini; squadron and 
tho way iu wliic.li the colon- 
ies hail shown the loyalty of 
their feelinj^s for the Emiiire 
proved that (jne national sfiirit ami one 
common interest pervaded the vast ex- 
tent of tiie liritisli ICni|)ire. Tlie safety, 
peace and (;rowth of the various 
parts of the Empire ('epended on their 
holding togiether, and this was the nh- 
jectofthe Fediratioii leairue iif wliich 
he was a meinber. He touched upon 
the history of the <,'rowth ol the lOmpirc 
and the necessitj' to be united for de- 
fence should the need arise. He alluileil 
to the fact that the colonies did not con- 
tribute to Imperial defence with the ex- 
ception of a militia force num- 
bering! about 70,000, and some 
naval vessels owned by Australia. 
Ho thought that Client Britain had ke|il 
too little control in her colonies, wli ich 
wei'o jiractically s(d f-^;(iv('riiin^'. She 
ini(;lit have reserved seiiie revenue from 
the crown lands for jiurpnses of defence. 
Toncliing on trade (|iiesliiinK he showed 
that the trade of (Ireat Britain kepi 
iiiereasinj^ with the colonics, while 
decreasmi; with fm-eitiii cnuntries, hear- 
ing out tlie saying that "Trade follows 
the flag,'' As an answer to the old and 
foolish question " What pood were the 
colonies to Great Britain?" he would 
point ti; Spain, once ft mighty nation, 
out now, since denuded of her 
colonies, only u Kceond-nUe power. 
To maintain tlie f'lnijiiro tlio navy niiisi 
Ije kept Uji, f(jr it was of vital iniporl- 
ancetoHreat Britain not to lie cut ell 
from food supniies. Tie; coliinies <;ave 
an outlet lor Mie surplus population of 
the old country and without the eoalins; 
stations as at iliiliiax, British Columbia 
and Australia the navy would be help- 
less at vital points for offensive or de- 
fensive operations, The colonies were 
like Canada growing in population and 
wealth; thev mieht be compared to 
children of 'the old land growing into 
manhood and as they attained their 
majority Hliould be ready to take their 
share in the diilv of inainlaiiiing Die 
Kinpire, How this w;is to lie liroiifxlit 
about wa.s a (luestiim not yet decided, 
it niif^dit he tliiiu(,dit that l.ord Kose- 
|j(U-y's fin<ii;i^sti(Ui at, the (Conference in 
1877 would iie i.'veiiniiilly carried into 
etl'ect, of having' an Imperial assemlily 
to diseuss and settle ail purely Imperial 
questions. A scheme for mutual defence 
was one of the lirst things to he brou-rht 
about, and he noted that alreacly the 
Australian colonies were nidvim: in this 
direction. AUudinp; to Mr. Hoffmeyer's 
Buggesteil imposition of an addi- 
tional duty for defensive purposes levied 
by all parts of the Kinpire on 
Roode imported from foreign countries, 
Mr. Pearse tliouglit it a go')d ])lan and 
closed his lecture by maiutaining that 
tho colonies and the motlierhmd would 
always stand touether, mutuuUy henelit- 
ing each other and ready lo stand shoul- 
der to shoulder in lime of need. 

At the close of the lecture, Kev. Dr. 
Wilson, as chairman, thanked Mr. 
Feafse for liia patriotic address, and the 
audience sang "God Save t he Queen."

sjioits — bicycle races at the Oak 
Bay track, and tlKj professional 
baseball match between Victoria and 
Portland at Caledor.ia park — so that tho 
fest ival will in re-^iity occupy the greater 
portion of the Veek. As in "the past the 
rcL'atta (in ^' leloria .Arm will be made 
the great loatureoi the civic celebration, 
to lie luiown this year as agraiiil a<iuatie 
cavnival, and tlierc! is evio-y reason to 
nelievit that the attendance of visitors 
will he greater than in any iirevious 
Year. 

Having decided this uuudi as to the 
main details, the citizens who met atllu! 
city hall last evening to the niimher 
of iihout one hundred, deidded to follow 
well established precedents and plaeeil 
the work of preparation for the carnival 
in the hands of an influential general 
committee who will commence o)iera 
tions immediately, having two full 
months to work in. 

His Worship the Mayor, at whose call 
the citizens gothered last evening, an- 
nounced on being voted to the chair the 
reasons that ImJ prompted hira to call 
thi! citizens together, lie was of th' 
(inn opiniim that Victorians as a whol 
were hefirlily in favor of loyally observ- 
ing the birthday of Her (Iraidous Majesty 
as in the past, and this being the case it 
was well to commence early and coni- 
])lete the work of preparation in plenty 
of time. 

The lirst detail to ho eoiisiilered— the 
meeting being a unit iu regard to 
the desirability of holding a tjneen's 
iSirthilay carnival— was tliat of dates, 
the holiday falling this year on a Sun- 
day. This wiis (piickly disposed of, 
Monday and Tiiesduy, the2.')tli and -Mitli, 
being ijamed us the celebration days, 
on the motion of Mr. M. Yeung and 
Aid. K. T. Williams. 

It was also decided, without objection 
heini: raised, that the regitlta be held as 
usual at the Crorge and be made the 
great feature of the civic festival. 

On the sngL'estion of Aid. Williams, 
the regatta will this year he known as 
the " .Vciuatie Carnival," the new ap- 
|)ellatioii being regfirded by the 
meeting as more attractive- and " draw- 
ing," despite Mr. ttU'erbaus' con- 
tention that if the old nam,' 
was to he abiindoiied a i.leasiiiL' 
combination of the Italian and the Creek 
might be introduced that would be boll, 
uni(iue and instructive to the rising gen- 
eration. 

Mr. St. Clair addressed the meeting at 
some length, advising a retreiudi ment of 
the expenditure in advertising the ear- 
nival and a liberal use of the moneys 
collected in the sports for juveniles. The 
majority present did not, however, en- 
dorse tlio wisdom of his position, stat- 
ing the (ipinioii that as one of t'lo main 
reasons for holding a t^iU'en's I'lirthday 
festival istoattr;iii visilms li it hi;r, and 
not prov'ide sports :uiil games in wliiidi 
the viiiiiii.'sters may enlertaiii th(' citi- 
zens, en rta i li n'_' exiienililnre for ad- 
vertisinii would he very poor jiolicy from 
e\'ery practiea I staiidpoi i,t .

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 

A Chain of Incidents Presented to Connect 
W. G. Cartbew With Monday Morn- 
ing's Incendiary Fire. 

Six witnesses gave evidence yesterday 
afternoon in the case against "W. G. 
Cartbew, who is held for setting lire to 
the cabin at No. 70 View street, of 
which he is the tenant, on Monday 
morning last. 

Oeorg;? 10. Phil lips ti ild bo w he discov- 
ered the iilace to he on fire, ami gavi! the 
alai ni ; Mrs. I'liillijis, the (nvner of the 
premises, testified to having seen Car- 
tbew at the cabin the day before the lire 
— he had rented the place two niontliH ago, 
just hcdore lu: was sent lo jail, and had 
not yet surrendered the kej' — and to 
having seen a letter on the table that 
(lav whiidi the postinandiad placed un- 
der the door. 

Chief Deasy, of the lire department, 
described the fir.e and bow the entire 
contents of the house, with the excep- 
tion of two beds, had been piled 
in the centre of the large room, 
over a hole in the ground and floor in 
wdiieli a lire had been laid. Dan. Me- 
Donald gav(> evidence of lindinga (dock 
hanging on the wall at the time of the 
li,-e whiidi was then goinu; and had re- 
cent ly been wiiund; and .lolin llayes, 
hartender at the California, proved thai 
Caiiliew had come into bis iireiiiises at 
alioiit -t :r;0 tlie morning ol the lire and
